An Astonishing Numbsr of Varieties 

of Wild Insects.

A bulletin recently Issued by Colo- 
rado collect- corrects the populj 
tor that there are only a few kinds of 
haei. Some people. Indeed, think that 
inly three- the honey bee. 
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from flower to flower, leaving a little 
of that previously gathered ea< h time 
they alight on a blossom. 

Now, suppose that all bees visited 
indiscriminately every sort of flower 
It would continually happen that thr 
pollen of one species of plant was 
left on the flower of a quite different 
species, where it would be altogethei 
useless. It Is desirable, therefore, that 
each Und of bee should visit one- par- 
ticular kind of plant, or. at any rate. 
Should prefer certain kinds. Thlt 
proves to be more or less the case, and 
there are many bees that never visit 
more than one sort of flower. The num- 
ber of flowers Is very great, and con- 
sequently it Is not surprising to And 
that there are many sorts of bees. 

In numerous instances the mouth 
part of the bees Is exactly suited to 
the flowers thev Malt. Thus certain 
kinds

ican bees are so numerous. It Is asserted 
that the entomologists do not know halt 
of those existing.

Thus the op- 
portunity for the student of these In- 
sects is very great. He Is absolutely 
certain to And In almost any part of the 
country species wholly new to science 
during Ms first season's collecting. In 
Colorado, for Instance, It Is probable that 
almost any spring or Mtnmar day de- 
voted to the search, would yield new 
hinds. In New Mexien up to to-day 50f 
species have »>e»»n found, and of those 
SIS can be called new. 

The discovery and ri<srrlpMon of new 
species are, however, only the begin- 
ning of the work. After this comes the 
most interesting part— the study of the 
Batting habits and the r- la'ton between 
the bees and the flowers So the field 
becomes a very wide one, and seems 
practically limitless. Whiie the oppor- 
tunities for study are so great, and. of 
course, open to nil who have the time, 
comparatively lew can be expected to 
do much In apiologv. 

There Is no reason why many should 
not Interest themselves so far as to make 
collection', or obtain six-cimens for the 
use of students, but only a few will have 
the teal, Industry and pati< nee to obtain 
a real grasp of the sublet There are 
at present only about 13 active students 
of bees in the United Slates, and some 
of these h ave done very littl e.

The yields of the fields tjiuscropp 
cd for twenty eight years have fal- 
len below the yields of the fields cro 
ped for any ten years as follows 
bushels deciease 4o to 25 where corn 
is grown continaouusly 1J bushels 
decreased 49 to 36 where corn fol- 
lows oats in two year rotation and 
16 bushels decrease 75 to 5o where 
corn follows clover in the three year 
rotation. 

Where ground lime stone and 
steamed bone meal beeing applied 

the three year rotation the yield 
of corn is increasing the yield for 
19o4 beeing 96 bushels growning 
side by side on the same kind of 
seed and from the same kind of seed 
and both reciving the same 
cultivation is an object lesson not so 
on to be for gotten.

Mammoth Cave. 



On June the twentieth a party 
numbering ten left Hickman to view 
and explore the sights in the Mam- 
moth Cave of Ky. At eight o'clock 
Wednesday morning a party num- 
bering eighty-six started into the 
Cave. It is impossible for all of 
the sights we saw to lie told, but I 
will do my best to explain a few of 
i Day-light was not seen from 
eight that morning until half past 
five that evening. Every couple 
carried in their hands a grease lamp 
which enabled them to see their 
way and the grand sights. You can 
imagine for yourself how we looked 
after walking only sixteen and one 
half miles. Lunch was not had un- 
til a late hour in the evening on our 
return home in the flower garden. 
The long route was taken first, the 
Echo river and rocky mountains 
being decidedly the grandest sights 
of all in the long route. The chilly 
water and chilly songs made you 
think that "you had a good home 
but you left it" we were called upon 
by our untiring guide to render a 
vocal solo, so that those that 
were left on the banks could hear 
the echoes, the songs that we sang 
were "Swanee river, Nearer my 
God to thee and the best of all 
Home Sweet Home . Then up the 
Jacobs ladder we went, to the vi- 
brating hall. Last rose of summer, 
was set with diamonds. The vibra- 
tion of voices and steps were heard 
for some little distances, the floor 
of the hall was only three feet thick 
The rocky mountains were next to 
the last sight on the long route be- 
fore our return. After climbing to 
the top of the mountains and look 
down they seemed to be perpendi 
cular with rocks every way im 
aginable .The party was glad when 
they reached the foot of the rocky 
mountains again. On our return 
home a party of only one hundred 
and fifty six was passed near 
Jacobs ladder. Each and eve 
in our party seem to enjoy 
selves. The cork-crew wi 
last sight on the ling route, 
hill of edgeways rocks did we clinU 
and then three ladders on our hands 
part of the time. Before the top 
of the corkrrew was reached tc 
look down from top seemed as if 
real sky would be seen but no sky 
or day light did we see until supper. 

After supper at seven, another 
party of fifty-six returned to 
the short route which was only 
nine and one hall miles. Over the 
same route we traveled for a short 
distance until our guide led us in a 
different way, vats where salt-peter 
was made during the war of 1812 
were still remaining. The Giant's 
coffin was a sight tc be seen its 
length being forty five feet width 
varying from twelve to fifteen feet 
weight over two thousand tons. 

At that point the statue of Martha 
Washington was seen, her image 
being formed by the acute angles of 
rocks, then the next sight was the 
Giant nursing the infant with his 
feet. A number of our party walked 
under the bridal alter only thirteen 
couples have been united into the 
holy bonds of matrimony, the last 
one the fourteenth of last April, no 
more are allowed to be married in 
the cave,

We were 
counted as we went through the gate 
and then the gate was locked, as I 
have said there is more sights to be 
seen in the Mammoth Cave than 
can ever be told by any human 
being so visit them and see for your- 
self. It you ever do dont forget the 
rocky mountains.
